Care Needed to Keep 
Plante in Good Health 


Gardeners are occasionally asked to 
inspect unhealthy window plants and 
to advise concerning their treatment. 
Very often it Is found thst the ill 
health of the plant Is doe to mistaken 
kindness on the part of the owner. 
For Instance, It is deluged with water 
day after day, with the result that 
the soli turns sour and the plant be­ 
comes moribund. 
Another not 
Infrequent 
cause o! 
trouble may be traced to erratic wa­ 
tering; that is, daily attention for a 
time and then a period of forgetful­ 
ness, during which the unhappy plant 
receives no moisture, says Gardening 
Illustrated. 
A third cause is not un­ 
commonly traceable to the fact that 
the plant Is placed directly In a draft. 
It Is not, as many suppose, the easi­ 
est matter in the world to keep win­ 
dow plants in good health, and It is 
only by patient attention and close 
observation that the cultivator learns 
the exact requirements—the likes and 
dislikes—of Individual varieties. Uare- 
ful watering, occasional weak doses 
of stimulant and, In the case of aspi­ 
distras and other fine-foliaged plants, 
occasional spongings of the leaves, will 
go far toward success in the case 
of pot plants.

Take in Nitrogen. 
Dr. N. A. Cobb of the bureau of 
plant industry, United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, has observed that \ 
certain 
nemas -those threadlike or­ 
ganisms 
found 
widely 
distributed j 
throughout tin* world In soil, water, 
and in plants, animals, and insects—* I 
seem to have the capacity to take In j 
raw nitrogen, along with other constit­ 
uents of the air, and combine it with 
other materials for 
their own 
use. ! 
The nitrogen-fixing 
baeterla of the 
soli have long be«*n known to have this 
power and some of the very low forms 
of plant life, sucli as certain algae 
and fungi, are thought to have It, but 
the nemas observed by Doctor Cobb 
are the highest 
form of life now 
known to make this direct use of at­ 
mospheric nitrogen. 
He observed that 
when tln*s«* nemas were put in a cul­ 
ture solution they would swarm to Ihe 
surface and swallow bubbles of air, 
keeping up this gulping for hours at 
a time. 
Watched under a microscope, 
these bubbles are seen to go down the 
oesophagus and then to disappear al­ 
most immediately after entering the 
intestines. 
In 
a 
short time these 
small organisms would consume sev­ 
eral tiI*u*s their own volume of air 
which is four-fifths nitrogen and only 
one-fifth oxygen and other less com­ 
mon gases. 
Because of the* known 
relative insolubility of nitrogen, the 
plain conclusion is that these nemas 
combine it and make use of it in their 
Internal economy. 
Another fact that 
makes this conclusion seem correct is 
that they do this "air feeding” much 
more in a culture that Is practically 
free of nitrogen. 
D iscover O rg a n ism s. 
The possibilities for new knowledge 
regarding plant ami animal nutrition 
and tiie keeping up of soil fertility 
| are Incalculable in view of this dls- 
! covery and others which may he made 
in the same direction, thinks Doctor 
! Cobb. 
Already several thousand soil 
organisms are known, but the activ- 
I ltles of only a very few are under- 
! stood. 
Because of tiie rat** at whleh 
j new o r g a n i s m s are* being discovered 
in this field, it is reasonable to be­ 
lieve that there are many thousand* 
vet 
to be discovered 
and 
studied. 
When they an* found and the scien- 
tists have learned what they do, it is« 
reasonable to believe that many of our 
present methods of handling the soli 
and crops and, perhaps, animals, may 
undergo profound changes., 
The nitrogen-consuming nema* stim­ 
ulate interesting speculations.

Essentials of Plan. 
For the benefit of those who are not 
j yet acquainted with the essentials of 
this new plan it may be outlined brlef- 
j ly us follows: 
The pigs ure farrowed in pens that 
1 have been thoroughly cleaned with lye 
and boijlng water, and supplied with 
clean bedding. The sows before being

Jefferson City, Mo., March 6.—'I h 
necessity for larg er tracts of ground 
upon which to erect the public school

T h ere are a number

Here is what 
Andersen did to get his business on a nearly cash basis: 
“We made a recent investigation in our country and community 
as to whether the people would rather have us sell for strictly cash 
or thirty days. 
Here is the way we did it: 
We mailed a letter 
with a card addressed to us, which read in part, ‘Shall We sell for 
strictly cash? 
Shall we sell for thirty days? 
Shall we remain open 
after six o’clock in the summer?’ and other suggestions. 
Here is 
the result: 
Thirty per cent voted strictly cash; seventy per cent 
voted thirty days, and ninety-eight per cent voted to close our store 
at six o'clock. 
This was in May of this year, and up to date not 
a person has found fault with the change. 
If they do say anything, 
we simply tell them the people wanted it and it should have what 
they want. 
We had, for these many years, carried people for six 
months to a year, but now we are getting almost cash, and see how 


easy it ia.” 
In the next article Mr. Andersen tells how he got business, even 
though he is surrounded by cities and bigger towns—the very thing 
all merchants want to know.

For instance, every business man would like to have 
hia business on as nearly a cash basis as possible. 
H ere is what 
Andersen did to get his business on a nearly cash basis: 
"W e made a recent investigation in our country and community 
as to w hether the people would rather have us sell for strictly cash 
or thirty days. 
H ere is the way we did it: 
W e m ailed a letter 
w ith a card addressed to us, which read in part, Shall we sell for 
strictly cash? 
Shall we sell for thirty days? 
Shall we rem ain open 
after six o’clock in the sum m er?' and other suggestions. 
Here is 
the result: 
T hirty per cent voted strictly cash; seventy per cent 
voted thirty days, and ninety-eight per cent voted to close our store 
at six o'clock. 
T his was in May of this year, and up to date not 
a person has found fault w ith (he change. 
If they do say anything, 
we sim ply tell them the people wanted it and it should have what 
they want. 
W e had, for these many years, carried people for six 
m onths to a year, but now we are getting almost cash, and see how 
easy it is.” 
In the next article Mr. Andersen tells how he got business, even 
though he ia surrounded by cities and bigger tow ns—the very thing 
all m erchants want to know.

CIGAREHE TAX BILL 
YIELDING $1,500,000

when Horace G. Beedle, chairman of 
*he House Ways and Means Commit- 
t» e, announced 
that 
the committee 
would report Monday a substitute for 
the biilrecentl y introduced to levy a 
tax upon cigarettes consumed in Mis­ 
souri. 
The substitute bill was written to­ 
day by Walter Wehrlc of St. Louifi 
County, and Beedle, and provides for 
a gradual scale of taxes upon cigaret­ 
te papers which they estimated would 
yield from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000 a 
year. 
The bill 
is 
patterned after 
the 
Arkansas law, which Wehrle said had 
been a large producer of revenue in 
that 
state. 
The 
hill 
will 
also he 
pushed through the House as early as 
possible, since it is expected to en­ 
counter rough sailing in the Senate. 
Attorney General Otto, who 
pre­ 
pared the original cigarette bill, for 
which 
the 
present 
is a substitute, 
holds that the taxing of cigarettes is 
constitutional. 
Here are the tax schedules carried 
in the substitute bill: 
One-fifth of 1 cent upon each cig­ 
arette 
weighing 
more than 
three 
pounds per thousand. 
Two-fifths of 1 cent on each ciga- 
Mte where the weight of 1000 is more 
than four pounds. 
One-half cent per 
package 
upon 
cigarette papers 
made 
up in pack­ 
ages ranging between twenty-five and 
fifty papers. 
One cent per package upon ciga- 
r<tte papers made up in packages of 
more than 50 and not over 100. 
One-half cent 
for each 50 papers 
or fraction thereof in excess 
of 100. 
To get a record of dealers handling 
cigarettes the substitutes hill provid­ 
es th a t they must obtain 
a 
license 
from the County Clerk or equivalent 
indicia! in St. I^iuis. 
For this a nomi­ 
nal fee of $1 Is provided.
